The late Mr. Justice Holmes, of the United 
States supreme court, once said there are three 
things absolutely essential to any civilization or 
culture. These he listed as, first, security for 
the individual in the ownership of some private 
property; second, regulation of the relationship 
between the sexes for the preservation of the 
family, and, third, the ane of contracts. 

Such a statement seems be self-evident- 
ly true to a people who lave lived all their 
lives in a democracy. Save among the in- 
initesmal lunatic fringe, there are none in the 
United States who will challenge the right of 
every man to security in possession of prop- 
erty he has earned, in protection of the sanc- 
tity of the home and in the upholding of the 
validity of contract. 

Those things are as basic to life, it seems to 
US, the air we breathe and the water we 
drink. Yet it should always be remembered 
that, at some era in history, our forefathers 
had to fight and to sacrifice to win those 
rights. They did not always exist and, in large 
parts of the world, they do not exist today. 

For it is only necessary to compare the en- 
joyment of these basic rights in a democracy 
with their abrogation under totalitarian rule,

The Style Center of the South

Vulcan, the mythological god of the furnaces and of molten 
metals, would know these men— 


The men in the stereotype room of The Constitution. 
That’s where we are for this week’s visit. 


You see, up in the composing room, which you already have 
visited, the type is created, is proof-read and then placed in forms, 


Your type never goes to the presses. 


The forms, resting on rolling tables called ‘turtles,’ are rolled 
back to a machine and the form of type, each one a page of The 
Constitution, is slid off onto this machine. 


A large square of heavy paper which looks like a tremendous 
blotter is placed over it. Then descends upon it a few thousand 
pounds of pressure. When the pressure is lifted that large piece 
of what looked like blotting paper has imprinted in it the type, 
the engravings and the ads on that page. That paper then goes 
on a short journey. 


It falls through a chute to the stereotype room. 
There hands take it and quickly prepare it for its bath. 


The bath is ready in one corner of the room. It is a furnace 
as high as a man’s chest, it is several feet in diameter. 


Peer into it. It is filled with molten metal, tons of it. 


The “‘Matrix”’ is placed in a heavy metal form. A hand reaches 
up and pulls a lever. Molten metal runs from the ‘tub’ into the 
form. 


There is heat, molten metal and skill at work. 


The form is removed. The ‘matrix,’ slightly browned, is 
otherwise unharmed. It has cast a curved metal plate, one page of 
the paper. That curved plate will fit on the rollers of the press. 


Before that it must be trimmed. Leather-protected hands take 
it and place it on a machine. The machine clutches it, trims it, 
cools it. 


It’s all a part of a team, you see—the reporters, the com- 
posing room, the desk men, the press room, the ad men, the busi- 
ness office, the stereotype men—the carriers—we all work for 
you—and want you to know that every day we are conscious of 
the fact it is your newspaper. 


Next week let’s go down and see the presses roll and meet a 
man who has been with us on one job for 61 years.
